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Services 


Patients'  Library  was  made  possible  by  a  Federal  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  and 
first  opened  in  1969.   Tbday  MSH  operates  as  a  stale  mental  hospital  at  Warm  Springs,  llie 
total  population  currently  averages  approximately  204  patients,  with  405  new  admissions  in 
1993.    The  hospital  is  staffed  by  approximately  500  employees.  The  stale  prison  for  women, 
the  Women's  Correctional  Center  (^VCC),  was  added  to  the  campus  in  1982  by  renovating  a 
former  nurses'  dorm. 

The  library  is  administered  by  Montana  Stale  Library  and  operates  as  a  complete  library 
within  the  grounds  of  Montana  Stale  Hospital.   The  library  serves  Montana  Stale  Hospital 
paidents,  hospital  staff,  the  Women's  Correctional  Center,  WCG  staff,  the  families  of  staff 
members,  and  residents  of  the  township. 

The  library  provides  sc%eral  direct  seivices  to  the  patrons  of  Montana  State  Hospital  throu^ 
the  foUowing  locations: 


PA'nENTS'  Library 

Located  in  the  multi-purpose  building  on  the  Warm  Springs  campus,  the  library  consists  of  a 
main  room,  a  music  room  and  an  outdoor  palio.  The  library  operates  as  a  public  library  with 
more  general-interest  than  medical  items.   The  library  offers  a  solid  collection  in  the  nonfiction 
and  fiction  areas  as  well  as  a  large  collection  of  self-help  and  mental  health  books,  record 
albums,  cassettes,  \'ideos,  reference  items,  vertical  file  and  information  resources. 

•     Hours:  open  28  hours  per  week  /  20-40  patrons  served  per  day 


Forensic  Library 

The  Forensic  building  was  opened  in  September  1988  as  the  maximum  security  unit  for  the 
hosptal.    Patients  reside  in  this  building  for  security  reasons,  court-ordered  evaluations  or 
closer  supervision  and  c\'aluation  than  is  available  on  the  wards.    Because  of  the  security 
designation,  many  patients  are  confined  to  the  building  and  also  to  their  respective  wards  on 
Forensic.  In  1989  the  books  in  the  Forensic  library  were  replaced  entirely  with  both  fiction  and 
non-fiction  donations.   In  addition,  patients  may  request  any  items  fi-om  Patients'  Library  and 
their  requests  are  filled  within  24  hours. 

•      Hours:  3  1/2  hours  per  week,  1  of  those  on  Secure  Care  /  Patrons:  80  total,  average 
of  20  use  the  library  per  week. 
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Spratt  219 

A  program  thai  wds  reinstaled  in  1989  v^-as  the  residing  program  at  the  geriatric  treatment 
ward  on  the  campus.   In  addition  to  readings  from  current  events,  books  and  slide  show's, 
Patients'  Library  acquired  several  kits  from  Bi-folkal  Productions.   These  kits  incorporate  the 
use  of  the  senses  throu^  cassette  tapes,  sb'des  and  mementos  to  touch.   The  kits  were  used  by 
both  the  library  and  the  rehabilitation  staff  in  1993  and  were  a  tremendous  asset.    Guitar 
music  %\'as  introduced  by  the  librarian  in  1991.    Using  old  time  songs  to  stimulate  memory  and 
slide  projections  to  display  the  words,  a  sing-a-long  format  is  used.   The  music  added  diversity 
and  interest  to  the  program.   Guest  appearances  were  made  by  the  pharmacist  and  a  real 
bobcat  in  1993. 

•  Plans  for  1994  include  a  guest  appearance  by  Qndy  Christin,  Children's  Librarian 
from  Bozeman  public. 

♦  Hours:  one  hour  per  week  /  patrons  average  20  per  session 


WOMENS  CORRECTIONAL  CENTER  (WCC) 

vVCG  consists  of  one  main  'ouiloing  'nousing  approximaiely  50  inmates  and  an  expansion  unit 

that  handles  14  high  security  inmates.    35  staff  members  are  also  ser\'ed  by  Patients'  library.  - 

Both  buildings  are  provided  v^ith  a  traveling  trunk  (see  next  page)  and  they  are  rotated  every  3         \^ 

months.    The  trunks  are  managed  by  an  instnjctor  at  the  prison.    In  addition  to  the  inmates 

vi-ho  are  allowed  ground  privileges,  WCC  also  brought  a  group  to  the  library  every  1  to  2 

weeks.    Patients'  Library  provided  service  on  a  request  basis  to  both  units.    All  requests  from 

WCC  are  filled  within  24  hours. 

Hours:  continuous  /  Patrons:  approximately  30%  of  the  population  \-isits  the  Patients' 
Library  in  person. 


Book  Carts 

The  librarian  monitors  several  book  carts,  including  one  on  Spratt.    Spratt  (geriatric  unit) 
books  arc  loaned  from  Patients'  Library  and  arc  changed  cipproximatcly  cNxry  six  months. 
The  books  include  travelogues,  large  print,  short  story  and  popular  fiction  selection. 
Book  carts  on  the  Treatment  Units  are  stocked  with  donated  books  as  patients  in  those 
buildings  have  access  to  the  main  library.    These  books  are  checked  periodically  and  changed 
among  the  wards  so  that  there  is  different  reading  material  available. 

•      Hours:  continuous  /  Patrons:  150  on  six  NN-ards 
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Traveling  I^unk  System 


This  program  began  in  1990.   The  system  consisls  of  se\cn  coloiful  wooden  trunks  filled  with 
fiction/nonfiction  books,  audio  cassette  books  and  a  cassette  player  with  headphones.    Each 
trunk  contains  approximately  125  items.   Participating  libraries  include  Patients'  Library  at 
Warm  Springs,  WCG  library,  WCC  expansion  unit,  Montana  State  Prison  Expansion  Unit, 
Lewistown  Home  for  the  Aged,  and  the  Veterans  Home  in  Columbia  Falls.   Hie  trunks  are 
rotated  every  2-3  months. 

Management  of  the  trunks  is  carried  out  by  Montana  Stale  library  and  Patients'  Library  at 
Warm  Springs. 


Capital  Improvements 

•  Two  computers  were  added  to  Patients  Library  in  1993.    One  new  486  LaserCat 
workstation  was  installed  along  wth  a  used  computer  to  perform  many  different  Xasks 
including  word  prcKessing   Patron  use  has  been  hi^. 

♦  New  sheKing  was  acquired  fi-om  the  Depajlment  of  Corrections  and  Human  Servnces. 
The  sheKing  is  taller  and  has  created  much  more  open  space  for  reading 
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Special  Promotions 


Patients'  Library  held  several  special  promotions  during  1993  in  an  effort  to  generate  interest 
in  the  library's  materials  and  to  encourage  frequent  patrons  to  take  a  fresh  look  at  the  library. 
Contests  are  well  received  and  patients  look  forward  to  them.   The  following  events  took  place 
in  1993. 


Patients'  Library  Poetry  Conte^ 


The  annua]  confeit  it  held  every  April  in  conjunction  v^ith  National  Lahrary  Week.    Palienft 
may  submit  an  original  poem,  prose  item  or  other  literary  work.    The  entries  are  judged  by  a 
panel  of  employees,  usually  from  different  hospital  areas.   In  1993,   nine  entries  v.'ere  received. 
The  prizes  for  the  contesrt  were  as  follows:  $20  for  first  place,  $15  for  second  place  and  $10  for 
third  place. 

Consolation  prizes  were  awarded  to  all  participants.    Other  artivities  for  National  Library 
Week  included: 

•  An  all  day  folk  music  show  in  the  library.  Cookies,  juice  and  coffee  were  served.  T?ie 
music  was  performed  by  Dave  Cassan  wth  80  people  enjoying  the  music  and  se\'eral 
residents  from  closed  wards  were  escorted  to  the  show. 

•  A  celebration  of  the  Great  American  Read  Aloud.  Seven  patients  and  staff  members 
read  aloud  from  their  fa\'orite  selections.   Pop  and  prizes  were  distributed. 


Flyers  /  Newsletters 


A  new  shelf  list  was  distributed  monthly  to  all  wards  and  WCC.   The  list  prcA-ides  the  entire 
grounds  with  updated  lists  of  new  materials  and  information  concerning  library  houi-s,  schedule 
changes  and  general  interest  items.   Thirty  copies  VN^re  circulated  to  patient  aj-eas,  WCC  and 
staff  areas. 

Beginning  in  1991,  the  staff  at  MSH  began  circulating  a  newsletter.    Patients'  Librai7  submits 
a  current  'Tlot  Book"  list  for  staff  members  to  take  advantage  of.   The  letter  is  circulated 
monthly. 


LffiRARY  Education 

An  open  house  vras  held  for  all  patrons  in  February  with  an  orientation  to  the  library. 
Refreshments  were  served  and  a  raffle  was  held. 

A  FUJ/  WITH  COMPUTERS  day  was  held  in  the  library  in  December  with  hands  on 
instruction. 
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Miscellaneous 


In  October  a  Halloween  contert  was  held.  Patrons  had  lo  guees  the  number  of  candy 
pumpkins  in  ajar.  ITie  top  three  guesses  received  a  prize.  The  library  also  had  ^ost 
suckers  for  patrons  with  library  related  questions  inside.  Patrons  had  to  use  the  library 
to  find  the  ans\N'ers  and  received  a  prize  for  a  correct  answer. 

An  ongoing  av.'ard  is  given  for  patients  who  return  lost  books. 
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PUBUG  REIATIONS 

Every  year  the  librarian  is  asked  to  participale  in  several  hospital-wide  activities  scheduled  for 
pcitients.  In  asKirting  with  the  cictivitieK,  the  librariain  has  been  able  fo  establish  a  network  of 
colleagues  throu^out  the  grounds  and  promote  the  library  to  hospital  patients  and  staff. 

In  1992,  the  hospital  named  the  Multi-Purpose  building  the  center  for  their  new  Day  Care 
Treatment  program.   The  program  emulates  out-patient  centers  around  the  stale. 

The  hoirpritoJ  horts  several  cvmts  w+iich  arc  scheduled  fixrm  year  to  year  and  arc  Highly 

attended  by  staff  and  patients: 


Annual 


Whiffleball  Tournaxnent.  Held  in  the  Multi-Purpose  Building,  the  tournament 
is  a  media  event  with  local  newspaper  and  television  coverage.  The  librarian  emceed 
the  event  in  1993, 

Art  Shovv'.     Also  held  in  the  Multi-FVirpose  Building  ,  the  art  show  displays  and  sells 
items  that  are  made  by  patients  throu^out  the  year.    At  the  1993  art  show,   Patients' 
Library  put  up  a  booth  shovving  new  books,  cassette  tapes,  video  tapes,  a  LaserCat 
workstation  and  gave  away  bookmarks  with  a  library  theme.    The  librarian  also  put  on 
a  fly  casting  demonstration.   In  addition,   posters  and  books  were  raffled. 

Montana  Tech  BasketbaJl.     Montana  Tech  men's  basketball  team  scrimmages 
at  MSH.   In  1993  the  librarian  emceed  the  event  and  made  programs. 

Christmas  Caroling.    CaroUng  provides  an  opportunity  to  visit  patients  on  closed 
wards  and  also  staff  that  are  in  supplementary  services,  such  as  the  laundr)'.    Many 
patients  who  are  confined  because  of  health  or  security  reasons  look  forward  to  this 
annual  event.   In  1993,  the  librarian  accompanied  the  Rehabilitation  Supervisor  on 
guitar.    The  librarian  also  emceed  the  Christmas  talent  show. 


OTHERS 


The  librarian  also  provided  assistance  to  the  Rehabilitation  Staff  for  a  fashion  show, 
team  trixia  e\'ent  and  a  fishing  derby. 

Throu^out  the  year  the  hbrary  is  asked  to  support  dances  and  holiday  events  that  are 
held  in  the  Multi-Purpose  Building  The  library  helps  provide  music  and  keep  track  of 
patients.

INSERVICE  Training 

Both  Montana  Stale  Library  and  Montana  State  Hospital  provide  ongoing  training  for  their 
employees.  The  Stale  Librar)'  helped  sponsor  workshops  and  conferences  on  library  issues, 
and  Montana  Stale  Hospital  offered  many  workshops  on  mental  health  issues.   The  librarian 
was  able  to  attend  several  training  prxjgrams  throu^  each  agency.   Patients'  Ubrarian  also 
presented  several  workshops. 


MLA  OFFLINE  &  WLN  USERS  GROUP 

February  25-26,  1993.  Bozeman,  MT.   Patients'   librarian  helped  host  (emceed)  the  two  day 
event  that  included  workshops  on  Bulletin  Board  Systems,  "WLN  Update  and  new  CD-ROM, 
LANS  and  WANS  technology.   Patients'  library  also  provided  hands  on  instruction  with  the 
use  of  the  library's  LaserCat  station. 


LaserGat  Training 

Patients'  Librarian  provided  a  vrorkshop  at  Poison  Public  Library  on  the  xise$  of  LaserCat  and 
UltraCard  Marc.  Those  in  attendance  included  Poison  Public,  Ronan  Public  and  Two  Ea^e 
River  School  Libraries. 

On  a  continuing  basis,  Patients  Library  answers  questions  statewide  regarding  the  use  of 
UltraCard  Marc  and  LaserCat. 


OTHERS 

•  Toured  the  libraries  in  Deer  Lodge  Valley  with  Gaye  Waller,  Institutional  Consultant 
from  Montana  Stale  Library. 

•  Attended  a  patient/staff  forum  with  Jane  Edwards/Superintendent  MSH. 
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Inmate  /  Patient  Support 


On  September  18,  1989  the  on-the-job-training  program  with  Women's  CkDrrectional  Center 
employees  was  reinstated.   In  1993  the  inmate  and  patient  assistants  workers  contributed  15 
hours  per  w^ek  at  the  library.   In  addition,  the  inmate  assistant  donattd  7  I  /2  hours  per  week. 
The  wages  were  paid  by  the  employment  program  at  no  extra  cost  to  Patients'  Library. 

Late  in  1993,  a  patient  fix>m  MSH  was  also  employed.    The  patient  contributed  5  hours  per 
week,  3  at  the  Forensic  Library  and  2  at  Patients'  Librar)'. 

The  worker*  p>crformed  the  follovNing  teisks: 

•  filing  books  and  catalogue  cards 

•  cataloging  and  processing  new  «u:quisitions 

•  monitoring  circulation  throu^  check-out,  check-in  and  book  request  procedures 

•  miscellaneous  duties  such  as  organizing  albums,  composing  /  typing  correspondence  and 
assisting  patrons. 

The  worker  benefits  by  learning  skills  that  make  that  person  more  employable  when  they  are 
ready  to  lea\'e  the  institution.   Ihe  arrangement  with  WGG  is  beneficial  to  Patients'  Library  as 
an  inmate  is  long-term  and  the  worker  can  be  trained  to  do  more  complex  and  comprehensive 
tasks. 

1993  marked  the  first  time  that  the  library  was  able  to  remain  open,  on  a  limited  basis,  during 
the  absence  of  the  librarian. 


Donations 


Several  large  donations  were  made  to  the  library  in  1993.  Most  of  the  large  donations  were 
maide  by  anon^Tnous  staff  members  and  patients.  Promotional  book  posters  v^-cre  donated  by 
Waldenbooks  of  Helena. 

On  a  smaller  scale,  many  staff  members  and  patients  donated  books  after  they  v^-cre  finished 
reading  them.    A  small  percentage  of  these  books  were  used  to  fill  Patients'  Library  collection, 
while  the  rest  were  used  primarily  to  fill  the  Forensics  Library.    Some  were  donated  to  WCC 
and  others  to  Galen. 

Many  newspapers  and  magazines  are  donated  (see  page  1 1). 
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Periodicals 

Each  year  Montana  Stale  Hospital  (MSH)  budgets  an  amount  for  new?;papers  and  periodicals 
at  Patients'  Library.  As  subscription  prices  continue  to  rise  the  budget  generally  remains  the 
same.    Luckily,  many  newrspapers  and  a  few  magazines  are  donated. 

In  1993  MSH  allocated  an  additional  $1053.75  to  pay  for  a  \VLN  LaserCat  subscription. 
This  effort  insxires  quality  service  to  patients  and  staff. 

Patients'  Library  began  using  a  jobber  for  magazine  subscriptions  in  fiscal  year  1992-1993. 
Hopefully  this  will  save  money  and  time.

INTERLIBRARY  LOAN  STATISTICS  SUMMARY 

322  loans  were  processed  in  1993.   Of  the  322  total,  156  were  for  books,  152  were  for 
periodicals,  10  were  for  videos,  and  4  were  for  sound  recordings. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  again  the  staff  at  Montana  Stale  Hospital  used  ILL  more  than 
any  other  group,    ^^any  of  these  requests  were  for  periodicals.    249  requests  came  from  staff  at 
Warm  Springs. 

WCKH  inmates  again  constituted  the  next  largest  group  of  interiibrary  loan  users.    Many  of  the 
items  requested  related  specifically  to  prison  literature  or  job  training  programs.  34  ILL 
requests  VN'ere  filled  for  WCG. 

WCG  staff  vv'as  the  next  largest  group  of  ILL  users.   Often  these  requests  were  for  literature 
items  or  periodical  articles  related  to  subject  matter  taught  at  the  Center.    24  ILL  requests 
were  filled  for  WCG  staff. 

The  patients  were  the  smallest  group  of  users.    Interiibrary  loan  requests  were  generally  for 
very  specific  or  technical  information  that  could  not  be  found  here.    15  IT  J.  requests  v.'ere 
filled  for  patients. 

66  items  vs'ere  loaned  fi-om  out  of  stzite.    Almost  all  of  these  requests  were  for  periodicals  and 
books  from  staff  members. 

Montana  Stale  library  was  utilized  by  Patients'  Library   more  than  any  other  library  again  in 
1993.    36  requests  were  filled  from  MSL   In  addition  MSL  performed  17  online  searches  for 
staff  subject  requests  and  coundess  searches  for  book  and  information  requests  at  Patients' 
Library. 

As  more  items  Grom  Patients'  Library  arc  added  to  the  WLN  database,  more  libraries  arc 
borrowing  from  us.   Patients'  Library  received  69  requests  in  1993,  40  items  in  1992, 
compared  with  only  2  items  in  1 990. 

Spreading  the  ILL  load  is  becoming  much  easier  as  more  libraries  add  their  holdings  on  to 
WLN.

Summary  of  Year  End  Statistics 


The  role  of  the  library  has  changed  as  the  Multi-Purpose  building  became  the  center  for  the 
Day  Care  Treatment  area.    Pzitients'  library  supported  this  effort  with  its  collection  and  with 
donation  of  time  from  the  library  staff  itself.   It  is  exciting  to  note  that  initial  planning  stages 
for  future  construction  at  the  ho<pitaJ  indicate  that  the  Multi-Purposc  building  may  be  the 
central  hub  for  the  community. 

1993  WEis  another  turbulent  year  politically  for  the  Deer  Lodge  Valley.   The  stale  will  move 
WCC  to  Billings  in  October  of  1994.   The  state  also  closed  all  of  the  units  at  Galen  excluding 
the  Chemical  Dependency  Center  which  vi-as  moved  to  Butte.    Several  patients  transferred 
from  Galen  to  Warm  Springs. 

Galen  (main)  library  uras  \\'eeded  by  Dave  Beatty,  Librarian,  Montana  Stale  Prison  and  L  The 
collection  \\'as  very  old  with  most  of  the  retained  seJections  going  to  the  Spratt  Unit  and  a  few 
to  WCC. 

Videos  and  cassette  books  were  added  to  the  collection  in  1993  and  were  received  well. 

All  of  the  non-fiction  (excluding  some  records  requiring  original  cataloging)  and  part  of  the 
older  fiction  has  been  added  to  the  WTLN  database.    All  of  the  newer  fiction  has  been  added. 

TTie  increase  in  use  by  staff  children  for  June  and  July  is  due  primarily  to  summer   vacation. 

Spratt  219  has  a  rotating  book  cart  that  is  changed  every  four  to  six  months.    Some  of  the  219 
patients  come  to  the  library  personally  in  groups  or  as  individuals.   The  librarian  runs  a  weekly 
reading  program  at  the  unit.    And  many  patients  have  library  cards  and  check  out  books.  The 
staff  uses  the  book  cart  mainly  to  read  to  patrons  who  can  no  longer  read  themselves. 

Employee  use  was  up  from  1992  as  were  catalog  circulation  and  patrons  reading  papers  and 
magazines.   The  other  statistics  were  fairly  even  with  1992.
